Claim 1 

Document 1 sets forth an axial motor wherein a swash 
plate is supported by means of a bearing. 

Document 2 indicates that the pistons of a fluid 
machine are constituted of three parts, intermediate parts 
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(1) , top parts (4) and end parts (3), wherein the 
intermediate parts are made of a wear-resistant material, 
and the top parts and end parts are made of stainless 
steel, which is known to have a high corrosion resistance. 

Documents 3 and 4 set forth a known technique of 
improving the surface pressure resistance of the end parts 
of the pistons of a fluid machine. 

Claim 2 

In addition to documents 1 to 4, document 5 sets 
forth a feature wherein an insulating space is formed in 
the proximity of the top parts of the pistons of a steam 
engine . 

Claim 3 

In addition to documents 1 to 4, documents 6 and 7 
set forth a piston provided with an oil ring groove (42) 
having an oil hole (46) which is linked to a hollow space 

(19a) within a piston, and a second oil hole (54) linking 
the aforementioned hollow space to the small -diameter part 

(52) on the outer periphery of the piston. 
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
